The most 
important thing to remember is that 
Zanzibar prov^es an alternative to 
fraternity parties, coosu Biption of al- 
Qoholic beverages antMdsMe life 
at Mansfield Vaiversity.

South Hall Mall In Rnalgteif s 



The South Hall Mall project, which 
was started as a dream about two 
years ago by a group of students and 
faculty, is in its final stages and 
ready to be taken off the drawing 
board. The purpose of such a mall on 
campus is to give Mansfield Univer- 
sity A. oen«nu location. The project 
has, h o w e ve r > geae thraagh severel 
chaagae. 

Dr. Larry Nesbit, chairman of the 
project, said the planning process is 
still continuing and several impor- 
tant events have happened since last 
semester. 

The cost of the project has risen. 
The South Hall Mall was to cost 
artNUid $60,000, said Nesbit, but 
tnore resent eelimales from DOB, the 
Department of Geaaral Sstviem, 
have the project estimated at around 
$135,000. 

As is the case with anjrthing, 
money proved to be a stumbling 
blodc for the mall. Originally, said 
Nesbit, both CCSI, College Com- 
munity Services, and the Board of 



Trustees of the University agreed to 
contribute $40,000 each for the mall. 
When Dr. Nesbit went to the re- 
spective groups with the monetary 
problem, a aohertieaf Wee aeon 
reached. 

On February 2nd, said Nesbit, the 
Board of Trustees and CCSI deciAsd 
to up their oontributioo $S(O.OCX> ea^ 
for a combined total of $120^00. 
Nesbit said this ia a^gpHMlMifj 
ease for the mall mnd HtM ifiw Mis 
should come in lees. 

On Febru«uy 3rd, Vice President of 
Finance smd Operation Youst and 
Dr. Nesbit went to DGS on to see if 
each parties new interpretations of 
the project were similar. Every detail 
must be made on the |dans including 
light wattagso so there wee plenty ef 
Ml tm mUimivmtMm.

On Monday, February 23 at 9:30 
p.m. the Student Government Asso 
ciation held its weekly meeting, but 
this week there was going to be a 
major discussion. As I entered the 
room I o(»|ld feel the tension in there 
as both sides prepared ibr the delmte. 
Mark Fell, the S.G A President, 
asked for a half hour discussion per- 
iod for the so-called "Zanzibar Issue " 
The discussion period really did not 
solve anythmg, except that there 
I really is not anjrthing^to discuss/The 
I following key points were made clear 
at the meeting: 

• Mr. Maresco: Zanzibar is signed 
out in Student Activities Office and 
Zanzibar is the property of the Stu- 
dent Activities Oflfice. In the past 
Zanzibai was just signed out by Tri- 
Sigs, but that is change d now due to 
increased interest. 

• The Advisory Board will be made 
up of two people from the following 
organiffi^ns: Tri-Sigs, Beta Rho 
OmicrstfSnd WNTE. Clarence Crisp 
will jad^nr the group boA thore is a 
l^osltbility that S.6|A. will have a 
represehtative. 

• Still need guidelines for Social 
Service organizations. 



• The Advisory Board would con- 
trol other nights that are open at 
Zanzibar. 

• The guidelines are still in the 
draft stage and before Spring Break 
they (organizations involved) will sit 
down to discuss them. Hopefully in 
one to two months the guidelines will 
be finiriied. 

I was not impressed with the meet- 
ing. Both sides and everyone else it 
seems has forgotten what Zanzibar 
is: an alternative to Fraternity par 
ties, alcoholic consumption in ^en 
eral, and a positive addition to stu- 
dent life at Mansfield University. To 
make things worse everyone seems 
to be attacking Beta Rho Omicnm. 

In dosing I hope that all parties 
involved work together on the guide- 
lines and that the guidelines are fair 
to all organizations involved. Also 
that thes^ guidelines and the Advis- 
ory Board make for a stronger Zanzi- 
bar in the future. Unfortunately my 
first article went to print before 1 
could add or change it after this 
meeting, I think that Kevip Eggles- 
^coi said it best: Time to resolve i^. 
sues as soon as possible, finish the 
guidelines and get back to running 
Zanzibar."

There has been mixed support on 
campus regarding the relocation and 
consolidation of the university li- 
braiy q«tam into North Hall. Oppo- 
s itioa siipiai s to iil8a» asainly from 
■ I M itmi is ' of Ihifl a i ■ and Slitan Iflnw- 
ies. 

According to Frances Seaborn, ed- 
ucation librarian, even though con- 
solidation would combine some ma- 
terial now separated, such as child 
developmental information, the edu- 
cation resources would be less access- 
ible for education faculty and stu- 
dents. Seaborn 3aii, ^Vdanatian ma* 
jors andftcidtyca nc i mi w iiieu tilyTiBe 
the (Retan) Iflnwy bstwi ae u dasses, 
because it is close." 

Holly Gardinier, music librarian 
said that removing the music library 
from Butler would be "a detriment to 
the primary users." She said, "stu- 
dents or fiaculty can run in quickly 
between classes or while practicing." 

However, both Seaborn and Gahli- 
niar stated that oonsoliiiation wmild 
idlaviate the problem of space now 
all three iibraries. In Betan,

some of the library's resources have 
been relocated to an overflow room. 
Seaborn said that she has weeded the 
book stacks in order to shelve, new, 
books — taking out ^ siitiuiiii and 
multiple copies. 

According to Jeanine Buzzard, 
muaic education major and r^WBWs 

r eaour e es closer to the dorms even 

though it would be harder to use dur- 
ing the day between classes. A second 
student, Andrea Schubert, music ed- 
ucation mtyor added, "I know a lot of 
people that stay away fimn Butler... 
they think that's where soupies hang 
out." According to Larry Nesbit, li- 
brny director, "there will be a 
rtiange in peraB|risian as to wlto can 
ufaSutldr." 

Nesbit also said that he does not 
expect less staff if consolidation 
would occur. Because of Mansfield's 
great emphasis on media, "we are al- 
most conunitted to two circulation 
desks," according to Nesbit. He con- 
tinued, **as the university raises its 
standards, ewnae will naturalfy fs 
up." 

Aiboording to one librarian, ''better 
library coordination and communi- 
cation will mean better service." 



South Hall Mall 



wanted a kimi of oobbkestone or ce- 
ment with little pebbles to floor the 
mall but it was suggested that be- 
cause of Mansfield's climate, some- 
thing else be used. Freezing and 
thawing of the ground would cause 
cracking of the sxuface, said Nesbit. 

It was agreed that "pavers' were 
the best choice. The idea, takm from 
a similar mall pngsct in Montreal, 
would benefit the prefect in several 
ways, said Nesbit. These pavers' are 
a kind of cement slab that come in 
many different textures and colors 
and they will even be removable. 
This will be an advantage if steam or 
utility lines break underneath the 
parking lot. Previously it was 
thought that the oobUaotoDe tnrftiCT 
would have to be takenqp if aiqr Unas 
needsd re pla ced or r^airsd. 
• Ned>it said another architectual 
feature added is an additional deck. 
This second of two large surface 
areas would be close to the southern 
tip of Manser Hall and serve as a 
huge gathering area for future out- 
door activities as wall as a nice 
gathering ana. aaii Nesbit. A 



wooden podium may be added for 
a nno p nc emento or p ps tors . This deck 
is similar to the one whidi will be 

closer to South Hall. 

Each deck is approximately 
$10,000 so if the project is running a 
little over cost, one of the decks may 
be cancelled. 

Nesbit said the plans fax the mall 
will be ready for bid by mui-Mardi 
and the actual bid date Maidi aotb. 
Alt hough t he waric is a little behind, 
he expaeto tl» award for the bid to 
remain April 30th and actual con- 
struction to begin early in May. The 
project said Nesbit is "finally going to 
be a reality" and will be finished by 
August 1987 in time for the next fall 
semester. 

Wh«i asked how he felt about the 
prqiect, NealHt said "it was nice to be 
part of something like this on 
pus." Ifs good tff look past MP^ 
eyaiyday hurtle and bustle of college 
lift and *1ook far the long distance 
goals making the csmpos better flv 
everyone." 

The real beauty in the progaet, said 
Nesbit, is that the "studiote and 
Trustees worked tOfillMr to atokait 
hapm."

An important topic of any college 
discussion is the good in tile cafe.

8itioii« ttds Jrear will prove important 
for yott* U^lihood. The food service 
contract is up this semester and 
several changes may be on the way. 

According to Bob Ckirdon, Food 
Service Director, the food contract 
^goes up fbr bid this semester. As with 
previous university pfiUey, Gor^ 
said, the ibod contraet Was iteid Out 
to bid every ten years but from now 
on Will be tqi for bid every five years. 
This five year plan will be a one year 
contract with four renewals as long 
as both parties are satisfied. 

The university is currently with 
the Service America CorpMnration 
said Gordon. Service Amorica was 
formerly called Servmnatioii. The 
deadline for bids is Fehruaiy 2^ 
and on April Sid, > Vice President 
Marasco and a fbod sirvice consult- 
ant win tiiake ^ final decision. 
Presently thoe are about ten com- 
panies with Varying advantages that 
nave exinressed an interest in the bid. 
GoErdom said whoever wins the con- 
tract will be starting June 1st during 
the summer session. The winner 
must agree to the basic standi^ 
contract that all state schools have 
attd furthermore ftilfiU the addition- 
al needs and widiia ef ~ 
University.

The University libraries will be 
coQBolidated and relocated into 
Ngrth Hall if a third import from the 

PhillipB shows it ia MMfMnically 
feasible. 

The first report determined the 
structural soundness and historical 
significance of North Hall. The sec- 
ond studied feasable uses and the 
third will, when available, deier;^ 
mine the ooeta of each use. 

Aocording to Larry Nesbit, Library 
Director, until the third report is 
received and evaluated it will not be 
definite just how much the 6 million 
dollar amount set aside by the State 
General Assembly in 1985 will ac- 
tually renovate. Nesbit said that the 
six million dollars should permit in- 
stallation of elevators, sprinklers, 
electricity, roof repair and also in- 
clude removal of the partitions. Nes- 
bit expects to move the library into 
North Hall before the entire building 
is complete. The six million dollars 
should only complete the first two 
floors. Nesbit expects the total cost to 
be near 12 million dollan w^n com- 
pleted. 

Eventually, upper Alumni Hall, 
where the main library is now locat- 
ed, will be converted into an expand- 
ed student union. 

- -JHIIien renovations begin on North 
Hall, the floors on the south wing will 
be completely removed. Said Nesbit, 
"We will take everything out includ- 
ing the floors." After the remainder 
funds necessary for renovation are 
released, the library can adjust to ac- 
commodate this new space. Then ac- 
cording to Nesbit, "Tfte first four 
floors would be the Lfbill^.'' 

Eventual^ the ^M^Bor dining area 
on the firit floor of the nmth wing 
wiU be reierved as a grand reception 
area for campus receptions and for- 
mal gatherings. Said Nesbit, "This is 
something we do not have now." 
Nesbit would also like to see the 
main stairwell reopened that has 
been doaedviaee the im^. 



Nesbit said that relocating the li- 
brary system into North Hall is im- 
gortant. "It is the only way we are 
going to get a new library at Mans- 
field," according to Nesbit "We are 
running out of space." Neabii said 
that tlw shelves ue now as close 
toffstlwr as possible and that even 
with the new shelves soon to be added 
there is still not enough space for / 
many new books. Nesbit said, "This' 
is a reasonable solution, to move into 
North Hall." 

At present, Main, Re tan and But- 
ler librariel, utilize 38,000 square.:, 
ieet of floor spaee. Nesbit hcuM to 
eventually double that to 75,000 
square feet in North Hall. According 
to William Yost, vice president for 
administration and finance, approxi- 
mately 90,000 square feet of floor 
space is usuable in North Hall. Yost 
said the 5th floor is tentatively re- 
served for administration and the 
6th floor would probably be occupied. 

Nesbit said that weight of the 
books will- not be a problem because 
"we will be using self supporting 
book stacks. Rather than reinforcing 
the floors "the book stacks will sup- 
port themselves" according to Nes- 
bit. Nesbit said, "Traditionally, self 
supporting book stacks are 6'5" high 
...so there is no wasted space." This 
will result in a staggering of the 
floors in relation to the present 
floors. Nesbit said, "When you go in 
you will walking on the superstruc- 
ture." 

Nesbit said the earliest possible 
time to complete the project and to 
relocate the library into North Hall 
would be five years, provided that the 
state would release the funds within 
the month. Howsever, Nesbit said 
that 10 years is not out of the ques- 
tion. 

Before the final pAantean be mdki, 
N^bit said that a two year dialogue 
process will occur "to finalize what 

the campus wants the library to be" 
and also for the architects to plan 
where everything should go. Stu- 
dents and faculty will be involved, 
the library advisee committee will be 
expanded and probably there will be 
S6A r^presisntativa.

This wet-dry referendum will be 
placed on the ballot dttffagthe May 
19 primary election as a result of a 
petition filed earlier this year with 
the Tioga County Board of Elections. 
The petition contained 161 signa- 
tures of borough residents, surpass- 
ing the minimum 137 aigna|iiraa re- 
quired. 

According to reports published 
earlier by the local media, the wet- 
dry iaaua was brought to bear once 
more through the efforts of Mansfield 
University profeasor Bemle Sabol, 
health and phyaical eduoaAioii in- 
structor. 

Sabol could not be reached for com- 
ment. However, Sabol was quoted in 
the Elmira Star-Oaaette, as having 
said that the referendum will be "an 
opportunity I can give the tax payers, 
the 12-month residents who pick up 
the bill, to say whether they wan^ 
GifMrJioenaaa) or not." 

As a raawh of voting in 1981, a.ref- 
erendum became effective allowing 
the sale of alcohol in the borough. 
Preaently there are two vendors 
tq^arating with liquor licensee in the 
borough — PiinqMnudula Raatvu- 
rant and Marka' Brothm Raatau- 
rant. 

Soott Bizby, owner of Marks'

SSHE Rejedts News Blackout

Salary Increase Rejected 



Hie organization whidi rqMvaenta 

th^'4600 active and retired profess- 
ors at the 14 state-owned universi- 
ties of the State System of Higher 

- Etoation (SSHE) has ntjectod the 
SHptE's suggestion of a o^tiiitied 
news blackout while the sides negoti- 
ate a new collective bargaining 
agreement. 

APSCUF chief negotiator Robert 
Svtesick, a Maik^eld' University 

-i^fessor, said today that APSCUF 
would not extend the three-week 
blackout which expired at 6:00 p.m. 
March 26 becsufe, '*the SSHE let t£e 
media blaekout expire without 
bringing an even somewhat realistic 
salary proposal to the bargaining 
tiMe, and it is now essential that 
memimrs of the APSCUF negotia- 

^tifiitt 'team iblore infennation with 

*1 am extremely disappointed that 
. tile Office of the Chancellor caused 
^^SCUF to end the biucUou^'' F/)vin- 
sidc oontikued. "tnsfcead of taking a<K 
vantage of the blackout, the top man- 
agement of the SSHE brought yet 
another version of the oft-tried, 
never successful, lump cash payment 
merit awards." 

APSCUF had agreed to the initial 
blackout in an efTort to avoid the 
chain of events that almost precipi- 
tated a strike by SSHE faculty two 
years ago. 

In the final hours of the last con- 
tract negotiations between APSCUF 
and the SSHE, the parties agreed to 
conduct a joint study of faculty com- 
pensation. Unfortimately, the joint 
study committee process functioned 
poorly due to minimal cooperation by 
SSHE personnel.

Dr. Jamie McCormidi, APSCUF and 

the SSHE jointly adopted data on 
comparable faculty salaries across 
the state and nation. These data, 
which were developed by the SSHE 
with the help of a nationally recog- 
nized consultant, clearly showed that 
faculty salaries in the SSHE lagged 
significantly behind the salaries of 
colleagues in comparable institutu- 
ioim. 

Even though the Chancellor and 
his chief negotiator, Edward Kelly, 
presented the salary data to the 
SSHE Board pf Governors, they 
largely ignored the inibrmation 
when it came time for the SSHE to 
present its salary proposals. 

"The salary proposals of the SSHE 
do not evidence the kind of long- 
range financial {banning tiiat would, 
over time, restore a competitive sal- 
ary structure for the faculty of the 
SSHE," Swinsick said. "Rather than 
pnqxtsing a salary schedule based on 
tiieir own study of fienity compensa- 
tion, the Chancellor and the Board of 
Governors have choeen not to deal 
with the long-standing problem of 
non-competitive faculty salaries in 
the SSHE." 

"For almost four years the Chanc- 
ellor has ap^u«ntly failed to hear 
the message from the faculty — the 
faculty demantfo a quality system of 
public higher edhication," Swinsick 
added. In cacdiuc to- realise the great 
potential that our universities have, 
they must acquire the resources to 
retain and attract hifi^ quality fiacul- 
ty, facilities, raanagenntit and 
students." 

The APSCUF and SSHE teams are 
scheduled to meet again on Tueedny, 
April 7th. 



A salary paduige proposal includ- 
ing 10 percent in across-the-board in- 
creases compounded over three years 
has been rejected by the faculty 
union for the 14 univers ities of the 
State System of Higher/ Education 
(SSHE). The proposal was oflfored at 
the March 25, 1987 bargaining sess- 
ion between the State System and 
the Association of Pennsylvania 
State Cdl^and University Faail- 
ties (APSCUF).- - 

In addition to the 10 percent 
across-the-board increases, service 
increments were offered to senior 
fiscuity. In recognition (tf length of 
•tfrnoe at the salary m a xim um, the 
State System proposal would provide 
base salary adjustments of 2.5 per- 
cent each contract year for full pro- 
fessors. The a^i^istments would be 
based on service criteria of 12 years 
in the first contract year, eight years 
in the second year, and four years in 
the third year of the agreement. All 
faculty not at the maximum ot their 
salary rank receive an automatic five 
percent snrice increment increase 
in addition to contract a4iustments. 

Additional cash bonus possibilities 
are included in tiw State ^yrtem pro- 
posal and may amount to an average 
of 8.3 percent over the three year 
period. These bonuses would be for 
recruitment and retention purposes 
in highly competitive disciplines, 
and for outstanding acadnnic pwfbr- 
manoe. 

As presented, the State System 
proposal could result in a full pro- 
fessor receiving more than $56,500 
for a nine-monUi woric sdbedule in 
the third year of t^ contract. Add- 
itional earning would be possible 
through summer school and extra 
workload schedules. 

Edward P. Kelley, Jr., SSHE vice 
diaaoellor for emidoyee and hdbor re- 



lations, believes the State l^jnitem 
pr<^wMd was "^raipnatie «Dd reaion- 

able." - 

"Givenlhe need to stabilize tuition 
and the economic realities of the 
Hme, ^e' State System's proposal 
balances the needs of its students and 
the Commonwealth taxpayer, while 
realizing substantial salary grow& 
for the faculty," Kelley said. 

Kelley cited several economic fact- 
-ars which were 4X>nsidered by the 
State System in making its propraal, 
including budget constraints which 
could yield as little as 2.7 percent in 
new state money, the severe reduct- 
ions in available federal student 
grants and loans, and the current in- 
flation rate of less than two percent. 

In rejecting the State System pro- 
posal, APSCUF restated their de- 
mand for a^ salary package which 
Would permit the fooilty to receive 
increases of 22.5 to 41.8 percent over 
the three-year contract period. The 
faculty negotiating team was oppos- 
ed to the State Syslnn's pn^xisal for 
cadi bonuses to reward faculty 
achievers and to aMaMMt «ii BiN^ 
quality faculty. 

'^e State System will continue to 
baiipdn in good fiuth with 
APSCUF," Kellcgr said. 1 am opti- 
mistic that the 86,000.8tudents of the 
State System universities will not be 
burdened with increased tuition or 
academic sdbedule changea^ue to 
faculty demands at tiie bargaining 
table." 

APSCUF chose not to continue the 
information embargo, indicating 
that it was not in the best interest to 
midntain the previously agreed upon 
blackout. The current State System/- 
APSCUF labor agreement expires 
June 30,1987.

New Writing Program To be instituted 



A new writing program will be 
instituted at Mansfield UnivMnity 
for all incoming students. 

The program will include a curric- 
ulum writing requirement including 
five writing courses. Two of the re- 
quired courses will be Compositum I 
and II. The other three will be sdhifit- 
ed from a dangnated list (rf Writing 
Program courses which will be devel- 
oped ever the next four years. Even- 
tually there will be designated writ- 
ing intensive courses in each depart- 
ment. The total number of classes 
that will be designated a.s part of this 
writing program will be known in 
four years. 

The courses in the Writing Pro- 
gram will involve frequent and in- 
UHiaive writing and will vary with 
the type of course, but may include 
essay exams, summaries, logs, ab- 
stracts, research essays, lab reports 
and case studies. 

The profp'am will only affect in- 
coming freshman students entering 
Mansfield starting this summer and 

period. 

According to George Mullen, Uni- 
versity FrovoBi, ''eventnaliy we hiqie 



(the writing program) will pervade 
the whole cturiculum.'' Mullen add- 
ed, "this program will maximise the 
students learning process ss well as 
maximise the diaiice of learning a 
job." 

The writing program, was fbnMttly 
called "writing across the cuincii- 
lum." 

The program will also involve ex- 
tending the Learning Resource Cen- 
ter by increasing the number of peer 
tutors. This would include the ex- 
tended use of writing tutors. 

Faoulty would be helped with <^ 
velopmg and administering this new 
emphasis on writing through numer- 
ous workshops aimed at the writing 
process. 

AcctMrcUng to Walter Sanders, 
Chairperson of the English btepart- 

ment, the writing programs «t Buck- 
nell and Penn State University 
.served as models. In contrast how- 
ever, Mansfield will have more flex- 
ible requirements for dc»ignated 
Writing Program courses. 

The program was developed by the 
Writing Council of the Academic Af- 
fairs Committee and was passed by 
the Faculty Senate earli«r tUiis se- 
metter.

Sakharov Comes To MU Cmmpm 



Eh-. Vladimir Sakharov's life may 
sound like something out of James 
Bond but his experiences as a double 
agent and soviet defector are fact. On 
A|ml 30 ^t 8 p.m. in Mansfield Uni- 
versity's Straoghn AndiloriaB, Sak- 
harov will lecture on the "Eq^osive 
Middle East in the Context of Soviet- 
American Rivalry." 

Sakharov was an inte^ij^ence op- 
erative for the KGB but his disillu- 
sionment with the U.S.S.R. made 
him a double agent for the United 
States. He was one of the first souxoss 
to ptovUa the U.S. gsvemmenft with 
details of the Eastern terrpriat net- 
work and of specific operationa aimed 
at the U.S. 

Now a U.S. citizen, Sakharov was 
bom in Moscow. He was educated at 
the Prestigious Institute of Interna- 
tional Relations as an expert on So- 
viet foreign policy. He holds a doc- 
torate in international relations

ifornia and is a consultant to several 
American and multinational com- 
panies on inter- Arab affairs, foreign 
economic risk management, Q/PEIC 
«ad iitfanatieBal law. He has writ- 
taBtkabooit*'n||l'll«MB,''andhas 
appeared sfvefal tnnsa en netsratk 
TV. 

Sakharov predicts increasing 
trends toward nationalism and fund- 
amentalism. He says, "There will be 
a reconfiguration of relations be- 
tween the Superpowers and develop- 
ing countries." Salcharov believes 
that dgrrocketing birthrates among 
traditionally Bloelem Soviet'Asian 
minorities will outpace the sfasr 
growth of the Russian populatiw 
and that may impact on the f^iture of 
U.S.-Soviet relations.
